At that time it was sponsored 
jointly by the State Department of 
Economic Expansion and a volun- 
teer promotional organization, 
Greater Michigan, Inc. 

“At the beginning, Michigan Week 
operated out of the offices of the 
Department of Economic Expan- 
sion as something of an offshoot of 
the state’ agency. 

As the program grew in stature 
each ‘year, the efforts became 
more and more those of the exten- 
sive committee organization and 
by 1961 it was determined that it 
should be made one entirely acti- 
_{vated through a citizen group, 

It was then that Greater Mich- 
igan, Inc., was dissolved and a 
new group was formed, the Great-
